Robertson, in his official capacity was 
appointed receiver for it in chancery 
court on November 7. 

After the bank was closed an ex-

had been “all dissipated.” The re- 
ceiver's inventory, filed in chancery

OF FILIBUSTERS 


Alarm Over Possible 
Forcing of Extra Session 
Described as “Superla- 
tive Impudence.”

WASHINGTON, 
Fears of a senate 
approaching session of congress: 
force an extra session in the spring 
were belittled tonight by Senator Bo- 
rah, of Idaho, a leader of the repub- 
lican independents. 

At the same time, however, he gave 
notice there would be no “stamped- 
ing” of legislation at the short ses- 
sion. 

Denying any intention of joining in 
a filibuster and scouting threats of 
such a move, Senator Borah bellig- 
erently asked upon his return to the 
capital: “Why all this excitemen 
about a supposed filibuster in order 
to force an extra session?” 

Mr. Hoover solicited assurances 
from the party leaders in the senate 
against a filibuster. 

“T have not heard of any. such 
threats from the democrats,” he said, 
‘neither have I heard any such 
threats from the progressives. I think 
_it-an exhibition of superlative impu- 
dence to be stating, in effect, that 
the progressives or the democrats 
have not just aS keen a sense of re- 
sponsibility and quite as intelligent 
| conception of their duty as the ke 
| lars. 

“IT have been a member of the sen- 
ate for 24 years. I have never joined 
a filibuster; I°do not propose ‘to join 
/any now. But I do not ~ propose 
either to be stamneded out of giving 


| proper and necessary consideration to 

| appropriation bilis and such other im- 

| portant legislation as we know is now 
pending. 

“I am in favor of going ahead and 
disposing of business in an orderly, 
and, I trust, an intelligent way and 
I will pay no attention to any cooked- 
up effort to stampede the congress.” 

The pointed declaration of the Ida- 
hoan, who came back to the capital 
with an election victory on his belt, 
was regarded here as notice that the 
independents were going to insist upon 
full consideration of some of their fa- 
vored measures regardless of demands 
| for haste. One of those measures 1s 
'the Norris bill for gevernment opera- 
‘tion of the gigantic Muscle Shoals 
(Alabama) power and nitrate plant. 
| While some of the republican reg- 
ulars have suggested the idea that the 
| senate organization be turned over 
'to the democrats in the next congress 

if the extra session is forced next 
spring, little consideration is being 
| given to this by the party leaders. 
| However, it now appears that the 

haste of President Hoover to get as- 

surances from the republican and dem- 
ocratic floor leaders in the senate 
that they would co-operate to avoid 
the extra session in the spring has 
focused every attention upon such a 
situation and aroused the republican 
independents. 

The democratic leaders have regard- 
ed it as unwise both to have an extra 
session or to seek to assume power 
in congress at this time. But should 
they get in the mood, a coalition of 
the democrats and republican inde- 
pendents easily could bring about an 
extra session and control of the or- 
ganization of the new senate. 

The leaders of all factions now are 
agreed that no attempt is going to 
be made for the extra session on the 
basis of the present outlook.

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Atlantan Ends Life 


Near Grave of Kin 
CEDARTOWN, Ga., Nov. 16.— 
(Special.)—Choosing the somber 
background of a rural cemetery, 
where many members of his family 
lie buried, George Artope, of At- 
lanta, formerly a well-known cen- 
tractor in this city, sent a bullet 
through his brain a few hours after 
arriving here from Atlanta on a 
bus Sunday morning. 

Passersby found the body of the 
man lying across a grave, a re- 
volver, with one shot fired. lying 
near-by. In one hand he clutched 
a note he had addressed to a local 
undertaker saying that he _ had 
selected the family graveyard as the 
“easiest” spot in which to die.

WOMAN IS CRUSHED 


TO DEATH IN HOME 


‘Several Killed and Many 


Injured in Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Ala- 
bama. ; 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Tornadoes swirling through Louis- 
iana, Mississippi, Alabama and Gedr- 
gia yesterday caused death and de- 
struction in widely-separated sections 
of the four states, 

Full extent of life lost and property 
damage wrought could not be ascer- 
tained immediately as roads and other 
forms of communication from a num- 
ber of rural communities stricken 
were blocked. 

Country settlements in the vicini- 
ties of Alexandria and Winnsboro, 
La., and Brookhaven, Miss., were the 
first to report fatalities. 

At Brookhaven, a young woman, 
Mrs. George Davis, 24, was crushed 
to death when the home in which she 
lay sleeping with her husband and 
two children collapsed. The husband 
and children were not hurt. 

Near Winnsboro, La., a negro in- 
fant was hurled 75 yards by the force 
of the wind and killed, and Mrs, Bl- 
la Diamond, 72, was critically injur- 


ed. A negro was killed in the Bush 


community near Alexandria, La. - 
Lhe winds dipped into Franklin 
county, Mississippi, blowing down 
dwellings, barns and other buildings, 
and killing many head of livestock. 
Many persons were injured, including 
the entire family of Will Whitehead, 
farmer. Five tenant houses on. the 
E. R. Magee plantation were blown 
down. The area affected, however, in 
dimension was only one mile long and 


a quarter of a mile wide in the 
county, 


Ripping through Noxubee county, 
Mississippi, the winds blew down twu 
negro churches and a number of 
homes, and badly damaged crops. A 
white man and his two daughters 
were reported injured when their 


| home was blown away. 


Near Macon, Miss., 22 negroes at- 
tending a funeral “wake” at a church 
were slightly injured, in addition to 
being badly shocked mentally. The 
mental shock was largely caused by 
the sight of the casket and the body 
of Brown Hughes, deceased negro, be- 
ing hurled into a nearby field by the 
lashing wind. 

Sections of Alabama and Georgia 
felt the winds, with property damage 
widespread. 

Three residences were levelled in 
Jackson, Ala., north of Mobile, and 
10 others were badly damaged. A 
church was blown down and a. number 
of garages and automobiles Were de- 
molished. No injury was reported. 

Queenstown, Ala., 12 miles south of 
Birmingham, suffered the destruction 
of several buildings. The streets. of 
Birmingham were flooded by torren- 
tial rains. Three persons were injur- 
ed near Dawson, Ga., in Terrell 
county. A blow razed a house in 
which three negroes had taken refuge, 
and tore off the roofs of other struc- 
tures. 

Winds blew with damaging effect 
around Meridian, Miss., destroying © 
much property and causing slight hu- 
man injury. Much timber was de- 
stroyed near Toomsuba, 12 miles east 
of Meridian. A number of negro 
houses were unroofed and telephoni- 
communication was disrupted. 

Mrs. Maggie Beattie and her chil- 
dren, Minnie and Clifford, were seri- 
ously injured when their home was 
demolished by a tornado that struck 
the Rosetta community, 20 miles from 
Natchez, Miss.
